"Exactly what rules of conduct 


public opinion would prescribe, or 
what specific obligations the public 
conscience, when once aroused, would 
regard as binding1 in matteis like 
those, it is to:> early to say. 
It is 


enough for the moment to call atten- 
tion to the necessity and the possi- 
bility -of such a development. 
The 


power of public opinion, in its true 
srense, lies for the time unused; bufe 
it is an instrument fitted to meet the 
needs 
of 
society—strong 


strength is needed, slow where con- 
servatism is required, capable of in* 
definite expansion 'without thieaten- 
ing the foundations of self-govern- 
ment. 


"The question is often asked what 


constitutes the essential mark of a 
gentleman, as distinct fro-m the acci- 
dents of birth and of clothes, of man- 
ners and of speech, 
I believe it is 


to be found in the readiness to ac- 
cept trusts, even when they aie per- 
sonally disadvantag«ou£^H:he readi- 
ness to subordinate a man's own con- 
venience and desires to a sodal code, 
The code may be a good one or a bad 
one; but it is an authority which the 
gentleman accepts of his own free 
will, without wait-ing for any one to 
compel him to accept it.

The brief filed by the lawyers con- 


tained a copy of the following letter: 


"War 
Department, 
Washington, 


Sept. 1, 1899.— Driggs-Seabury Com- 
pany: 
Gentlemen;—I am informed 


that you have delivered 0,000 shells 
to tho Colombian government and a 
manufacturing another order of 2,000 
:or that government. You aie now 
n default for 2,000 shells to be <J 
iveied to the war detpaitment 
by 


August 17, 1898, and these have n 
yet been produced. I ana informed 
that to facilitats matters and to help 
you out you were given the uso of the 
Frankfoid arsenal, which is exclu* 
sively goveinment piopeity. I am 
further informed that you used the 
arsenal, knowing it to be goveinment 
property, for the puipose of making 
these shells for a foreign government. 
You had no light to do this. You 
obtained a further contract in July, 
1899. I want you to deliver a state- 
mont to the war department before 
Satuiday next, givng your reasons 
for your actions, 
Elihu Root, 


"Secretary of War." 


The lawyers' brief further alleges 


that Gen. A, B. Buging'ton, chief of 
the ordnance bureau, has asserted in 
a statement on file in the wax depart- 
ment that lie gianted the use of the 
Fiankford arsenal to the Driggs-Stea- 
bury company for the purpose named, 
and it is demanded that the comp- 
troller of the treasury immediately 
atop all payments to the Drggs-Sea- 
bury company until the chaiges have 
been investigated. 
It is also held 


that the company by this alleged ac- 
tion is under penalty to the govern- 
ment to the amount 
of $800,000. 


Little information could be obtain- 


ed at the war department regarding 
the allegations. Secretary Boot was 
not accessible to newspaper men and 
General Buffiington denied himself 
to all reporters. 
His assistants 


united in declaring that there was 
nothing in the matter.

McNalyl, assistant chief of ordnance, 
said last night that an attempt was 
being made to make a mountain out 
of a nvole hill. 


William G. Wilson, president of the 


Driggs-Seabury company, said here 
last night; 


"This is the first I have heard of 


the story.

has been mad^ it is not based on fact, 
We have no time or inclination to 
take part in any contioveisy with a 
rival company.*'

Au explosion of natural gas at the 
Jass works at 7:30 o'clock last even- 
ng did considerable damage to win- 
dow lights and frightened a large 
portion of the residents of the east- 
rn part of the city, who supposed 
an earthquake had occurred. 
The 


^plosion was in the furnace of the 
core department, which is heated by 


as. 
Some cores were in the furnace 


and the watchman, Louis Stouder, 
had instructions to light the gas at 
the feour named. This he claimed to 
have done. 
A moment later he 


smelled gas and looked into the fur- 
nace to see if all <wa& well. 
He was 


surprised to find the fire out and 
urned to the valve, which was at the 
side of the furnace, to sfhut off the 


;as. 
As he done so there WAS a 


frightful explosion, which threw the 
watchman off his feet and did some 
damage to the surrounding property. 
Fully one-half of the window lights 
n the large room presided over by 
Foreman Ed Pliett were blown out 
and the window sash of that portion 
nearest the furnace were destroyed 
also. 
The furnace is a brick affair 


separated from the foundry building 
by a space of perhaps eight feet. It 
was not seriously damaged and none 
of the cores in it were injured. Supt. 
T. R. Pickard, when seen by a Sen- 
tinel reporter this morning, said he 
hadnot made a very close examination 
at that thne into the affair, but from 
wlialt he wa£ able to learu by a hatfty 
view of the field 'he believed the loss 
was about $400 or $500, chiefly in 
broken glass and dama'ge to the wall 
of the foundry building. 
A number 


of moulders were at work in the 
foundry at the time of tihe explosion, 
but luckily they were in the fwest 
end of the building, while the core 
furnace was located near the east 
end, -and none of the men were in- 
jured.

Yesterday No. 221, the new fifty- 


five ton switch engine recently placed 
in service in the Nickel Plate yards 
pulled a string of fifty-one heavily 
laden cars around the curves east 
of the depot. To those familiar with 
the situation this was a remarkable 
feat and one they did not believe 
that the locomotive could 'accomplish 
By far the greatest curves in the 
whole line are those on that piec** of 
track between the {Columbia street 
crossing and Harmer street. At one 
place these curves are so short that 
they give to a long ti*ain passing 
over them the appearance of a huge 
letter S, Several years ago it was 
suggested that these crooks in the 
track be eliminated by bridging the 
Maumee river twice, starting neai 
Clay street and touching the dyke 
on the north side of the stream, and 
again crossing with the east end of 
the bridge on the south bank neai 
Francis street.

there *are signs ithat it will nolfc be 
long d-eferred, and as the new sover- 
eign, is a past master in the art oJ 
cereraony, the English people v/ill 
have &n opportunity of witnessing a 
most gorgeous state parade, the like 
of which is, perhaps, possible in no 
other country. 
Queen Victoria was 


crowned on June S3, 1838, a' year 
and eight days after her accession 
sixty-four years ago, and, as might 
be expected, there are very few per- 
sons now living who, either as pair* 
ticipants or spectators, were present 


tluut grand occasion, so that the 
ait 
spectacle, occurring, as it does, only 
once or twice in a lifetime, has from 
that fact a nov-etty which gives it 
additional interest. 


Queen Victoria's crown was made 


especially for the occasion, and dt is 
remembered thaft the greater part of 
'a year was consumed in the manxi- 
facture.

Hpn was given soon after the acces- 
sion of the qxieen, and there is a tra- 
dition that the long interval Ebettween 
the accession and the coronation was 
pairtly due to the delay in making 
the crown, orb and scepter, which are 
a necessary part of the coronation 
machinery. 
The Victoria crown was 


in&de of jewels taken from other 
-crowns and royal regalia, though a

chased especially for use in orna- 
menting Ithe crown of the virgin 
queen.

around the large sapphires are four- 
teen large diamonds, and 128 'bril- 
liants from two to four carats each 
surround the emeralds.

part of the crown there are sixteen 
(trefoil ornaments, containing alto- 
gettyer 160 diamonds. In the center 
•of a diamond cross and above the 
•band is the historic ruby which was 


to Edward, the black prince, 


by Boa Pedro of Castile in 1367.

Nothing like it had ever been seen 
in England before, and out erf rever- 
ence for -the famous queen it is prob- 
able that it will be preserved intact 


the regnlia. 
A 'crown 'con- 


taining 2,783 diamonds, nearly 100 
other gems fctid over 500 pearls, is 
worth preserving for its inltrinsiic 
value, if for nothing else* 


Many years ago a leading jeweler 


of London was requested to examine 
the crown and make an estimate of 
its value, 
He did so, andi reported 


'that at the most moderate estimate 


(the crown wad worth at least $000,- 
000, but his figures were scoffed ai 
(by other jewelers, wh<* declared 
if the Jewels were taken /from tin 
crown and sold singly, their aggre 
gate value would not fall short o: 
$S,QOO,000. 
There are three other 


crowns in the regalia of England, 
these, ithe most important is 
crown of St. Edward, 00 
ito fiw* that it contain*; or Is sup 


pcse4 to contain, a relic of Ed1 ward 
the Confessor, the most famous saint 
England ever gave (to the church, 


This crown was made for the coro- 


nation of Charles II., after his return 
from exile, and was used in all sub- 
sequent coronations until that of Vic- 
toria,, Its jewel$ have a peculiar his- 
tory. 
During the rule of Cromwell 


and the Puritans, parliament ordered 
the'crown regalia to be sold. The or- 
der was carried into effect. 
The 


crowns then iri existence were broken 
up and sold for old gold, while all 
the Jewell were disposed of singly 
and in batches to any one who cared 
to buy. The nobility and gentry of 
England) inspired by a loyalty which 
they dared not show, determined to 
prevent the dispersal of the gems into 
foreign countries, so they bought aU 
the larger and more valuable stones. 
After the restoration most of these 
jewels were reported to the king's 
treasurer and repurchased for the 
crown, though, in many cases, the 
gentlemen who had secured them re- 
fused payment, regarding themselves 
as the custodians rather than the 
owners. 


The queen's consort's crown is the 


:hird in importance. 
It is said to 


have been made for Catherine of 


consort of Charles II. The 


'ourth crown is 
kixown as the 


'queen's crown." 
It is a golden 


circlet, without arches and very heav- 
ly jeweled. It was made for Maria 
i'Este, the wife of James II. The re- 
alia contains also a prince of Wales 


crown, an ornamented golden circlet, 
without jewels. Besides the crowns, 
the English regalia comprises a va- 
le.ty of objects almost as valuable. 
There are several scepters, the most 
notable of which is that of St. Ed- 
ward, a rod of pure gold, over ninety 
)ounds in weight. The orb at the top 
of this notable emblem of royalty is 
said tp contain a piece of the true 
cross. 
St. Edtoard's rod, as it is 


a^led, is not used by the sovereign on 
account of its weight, although at 
coronations it has frequently been 
carried before the king. The royal 
seepter Is a tfocTtwo feet nine 
ong, heavily set with precious 
itones. Queen Victoria's scepter was 
made for her coronation, its chief 
Mature being the diamond cross at 
he top. There is another scepter, 
he "scepter of the dove," so called 
rom the fact that 'the orb is sur- 
mounted by a golden dove set with 
ewels.

WAS ONCE A VAST SEA j 


Recent explorations in central Af- 


rica have lent new interest to the old 
question of whether or not that sec- 
tion of the dark continent was a vast 
sea when the great continent of At- 
lantis was densely inhabited. 


Since Sir Richard Burton traveled 


to Lake Tanganyika fifty years ago 
and discovered a whale series of ma- 
rine life existed side by side with 
fresh water types, the question <rf the* 
African sea has been foremost with 
;he 
Royal Geographical society. 


These marine forms were exceeding- 
y primitive, but they were so far 
renioved from any known fresh water 
ypes that the marine classification 
has been conceded generally. 


Within a year, however, Explorer 


Moore has renewed speculation re* 
•arding this African sea by estab- 
ishing the truth of the volcanic ac- 
ivity of the ranges 
south of the 


equator. 
Mr. Moore has also ob- 


ierved the fauna of the 
lake1 and 


points out that the shell fish in Tan* 
unyika are reproductions of the fos- 
filized remains of the old Jurassic 
ieft— this one fact establishing the 
»rigin of the lake shell fish as in ages 
ong gone. 
In the volc&njto District visited by 


Gotzen, Captain, Beth« and Mr. Gro- 
gaii> itr, Hoove finds the volcanoes 
o be an unusually great distance 
rcm the sea. Also some of them are 
among th« largest in the world. 


One of these cones is ICirunguchay 


gringo, standing entirely isolated and 
isitig 11,300 feet to an unbroken, 
ircular rin; of its crater. 
This 


rater is more than a mile in diam- 
ter, but so full of steam and smoke 
hat the explorer was unable to 
make any observation of the crater 
wall or its fioor.

The Great Output of the Post* 


age Stamp Jffill—Average 'of 
Fifty-three per Capita. 


(Washington* Post.) 


Millions upon millions of new 


crisp currency bills are being turned 
out by the bureap of engraving and 
printing to replace the defaced and 
worn-out greenbacks which are xxm- 
stmtly coming1 back into the treas- 
ury, to be eventually ground and 
smashed up into pulp. liuge print- 
ing presses are constantly at work 
in the steel protected rooms of the 
trt-asury department. It is, in fact, 
safely estimated that by the close of 
the present year tHfese presses will 
have turned out enough greenbacks 
to furnish each of the T6,0t)0,000 in- 
habitants of this land with about 
$10 each* This means that 107,500,- 
000 of crisp new bills of various de- 
nominations will be used. ' 


In the matter of postage stamps, 


the figures are even more enormous. 


s estimated that on an average 


every man> woman and child in the 
United States will use fifty-three 
postage stamps during the year 1901, 
foifcy of them being of tHe popular 
two-cent denomination. The total 
number consumed will be over 4,000,- 
000,000, and nearly^ 1,000,000,00^ of 
these will be of the one-cent variety. 
One person out of every ten will send 
a special delivery letter in the course 
of the present year. 


Cuba, in 1901, will require about 


16,000,000 ordinary t stamps, with 
100,000 "special deliveries/' all of 
which will be turned ou* at Uncle 
Sam'si money mill in Washington. 
The Philippines' will use up 5,000,000 
stamps, 
Porto Rico 1,600,000 and 


Guam 150,000. Of course, Guam, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines have 
no stamps of their own, properly 
speaking, tut are supplied with the 
ordinary 
United States postage 


stamps, altered simply by the addi- 
ion of a word 'printed across the face 
if each in unornamented black let- 
ers. Thus all Guam stamps have 
ho word "Guam" marked on them, 
as if it were for cancellation, and the 
word "Philippines" makes our com- 
mon stamps serviceable fotf- carrying 
mail matter in Uncle Sam's new 
niental archipelago.

and next morning, when the rags are 
renioved, the sheets are ready for 
printing. 


The press for printing postage 
•tamps is a queer looking machine, 
hall automatic in its action. It is 
[uite a small affair, with four square 
stee.1 plates, set horizontally, occupy- 
ng, the four sides of a horizontal 
square, 


tfhese plates, always horizontal, 
,ravel around the four sides of the 
square at a moderate rate of speed, 
passing in turn

^Bafch of them is engraved 


with the faces of 400 stamps and 
aft$r being inked by the roller goes 
under a mechanical rubber, which 
removes most of the ink. Then the

LIVES OF EX-PRESIDENTS 


4 MANY CHIEF MAOISTBATES HAVE EKJOYBD LONO YEABS 
I 


AND ENGAGED IN POLITICS. 


.j;^****^**^ 


IB there anything about the menta 


and physical strain imposed on pres- 
idents of the United States or any- 
thing; about the condition which it 
leaves them after 'having1 occupied 
that exalted position, that is opposed 
to longevity? These questions have 
been asked frequently, 
and along 


with them the question of what suit- 
able occupation can be provided for 
ex-presidents that will at once give 
them occupation and give the coun 
try the benefit of their wisdom and 
experience in affairs of state has ex- 
cited more or less interest. The idea 


at an occupation must be provided 


for men who have been active par- 
ticipants in the business of life is 
possibly based on the theory that 
such men must be kept from that 
condition of mind where they will 
consider their working days, and use- 
fulness over, for this brings with it 
the despondency which is fatal to the 
maintenance of vitality. Tf this is 
coirect, it only means that Ameri- 
cans have never learned how to rest. 
They have, if this reasoning is» good, 
neglected to learn that rest after a 
life of hard 
work and 
splendid 


achievement is the natural condition 
of old age. 


However this may be, nnd leaving 


all these speculations as to the causes 
for the conditions to others, a brief 
review of the length of Ihe lives of 
^-presidents is not without its in- 
erest. 


MANY HAVE L1VEB LONG. 


There have been sincS the founda- 


tion of the 
government of these 


United States twenty-three man wfio 
held the office of president, not in- 
luding President McKinley, who is 
now in office. 
These 
twenty-three 


lave either died in office, or finishing 
t>he term, retired to private life or 
ther pursuits* Of the twenty-three 
but one, ex-President Cleveland, now 
survives, since the death of ex-Presi- 
dent 
Benjamin Harrison, 
One of 


hese ex-presidents, the elder Adains, 


ed for just four months more than 


itfenty-five years after the expiration 


>f his term of office, while Van Buren 
ived a few months more than twen- 
y-one years after he left the white 
house. Nine of them lived after tbe 
expiration of their office more than 
en years, and out of the whole num* 
jer only one, 'Polk, died within tlie 
year; one, Arthur, within two years', 
and one, Washington, within three | 
•ears. 


three years, he certainly had occupa- 
tlo$ for mind and body. His com* 
paratively sudden death may be, lika 
that of ex-President Harrison* 
at- 


tributed not to a wearing out of the 
vital forces so much as to a disease 
which is liable to attack all alike. 
Washington lived two years, nine 
months and a few days after he 
ceased to be president. 


SiaNJSBS WHO LIVED LON&. 
In the case of the elder Adams, the 


immediate successor of Washington 
in the presidency, long life seemed 
not to depend upon an active occupa- 
tion after leaving the office. 
The 


second president retired to piivate 
life and except for the companionship 
of his friends and books and the 
work of his pen took no active part 
in public affairs. And yet he lived 
longer than any ex-president, sur- 
viving four monfclls m<)re rthan twen_ 
ty-five years after the close of his 
term. 


'Jefferson was one of the long-lived 


ex-presidents and he died on the 
same day that Adama, his immediate 
predecessor, did, July 4, 1809, after 
being out of the office 1'or seventeen 
years and four months. 
Jefferson, 


too, 
was engaged in what would be 


considered a moderately active life. 
The lavish hospitality of his country 
seat, &onticello, is yet remembered 
by tradition in the region 
rotind 


about. As the master of this estate 
and with his efforts, to encourage 
general education among the people, 
:he founding and maintaining the 
University of Virginia, his last y^ars 
were taken up. 


Madison, the third in lins for suc- 


cession, retired to his countiy seat 
at Montpelier on the expiration of his 
term and lived a quiet 'life, which 
lasted nineteen years and nearly four 
months. His time was occupied with 
his books and his pen, the result 
5f his personal observation and par- 
icipation in the early councils of the 
new confederacy being left to the 
future generations as his additional 
gift after a life of long and faithful 
mblic service.

seem to be not supported, or at least 
the converse is not. He was in pos- 
session of vigorous manly strength 
«tnd on his retirement went to Mount 
Vernon and engaged in the super-* 
vision of his large faming opera- 
tions, in which his heart had been 
all the time of his public service* 
He was looked upon by hisi fellow 
citizens almost without exception 
the savior of the country, His large 
possessions, making him One of the 
wealthiest men of hi» time, placed 
him beyond petty worries over pecun- 
iarjr affairs, both for the present and 
the iature provision for bis family. 
The confidence and trust of his fel- 
low countrymen were shown in a re- 
markable degree when a year after 
his leaving the presidency the threat 
of war with France came. Without 
regard to past political differences 
they demanded that he be given th< 
chief command of the army and in 
trusted with the task of preparing 
to defend the young republic if war 
did come. It did not come and the 
clash between the old allies wa 
averted* Washington was busily en

They are owneis or manageis of ex- 
tensive commercial and agricultural 
enterprises, of important 
railroads 


and electrical plants, They are ex- 
cellent physicians and teachers and, 
in fact, are foremost in every profes* 
sion, trade and occupation. It has 
been officially stated by tbe German 
government that there is invested in 
Central America, in real estate, in- 
dustrial 
enterprises and 
banking 


business, $59,500,000, and the large 
German business houses, which are 
quite numerous in Nicaragua, Guate- 
mala and Costa Ria, not only transact 
all the business between Germany 
and Central America, tout also con- 
trol most of the trade between the 
latter and England and 'California.

742,000 acres, on 


which are planted 20,000,000 coffee 


es. The trade between Germany 


and Central America 
amounts an- 


nually to front $7,140,000 to $11,-

The poem from which my text is 


taken is epic, lyric, dramatic, weird 
and overpowering. 
It is more than 


Homeric or Dantesque* 
No one ever 


had such divine dreams as Ezekiel. 
In n vision this prophet hud seen 
wratMul angels, destroying angels, 
each with a sword, but in my text he 
se^s a merciful angel with an iiik- 
horn. 
The receptacle for the ink in 


olden time was made out of the horn 
of a cow, or a ram, or *i roebuck, as 
now it is malde out of metal or gflass, 
and, therefore, was called the ink- 
horn, *is now we say inkstand. 
We 


have all, spoken of the power of the 
sword, of fthe power of wealth, of the 
power of office, of the power of social 
influence, "but today I speak of the 
powe* for good <or evil in the ink- 
stand. It is upon your tables, hold- 
ing a black or blue or <red liquid, 
It 


is a fortress, au armory, a gateway, 
a, ransom, or demolition. 
"You mis- 


take," says some one, "i!t is the pen 
that lias the power," No, -my friend; 
what is the influence of a dry penP 
Pass it up and down a sheet of paper, 
and it leaves no mark. It expresses 
no opinion. 
It gives no warning. 


It spreads no intelligence. It is the 
liquid which the pen dips ouit of the 
inkstand that does the work. 
Here 


and there a celebrated pen, with 
which a declaration of independence 
or a Magna Charta, or a treaty was 
signed, has been kppt in literary mu- 
seum or national archives, tout for 
the most part, the pens, whether, as 
of old, made out of reed, or later -of 
wing of bird, or still later of metal-

substance, have 
disappeared, 


while the liquid which the pens took 
from the inkstand remains iii storolls

When a bad book is printed you do 


well to blame the publisher, but most 
of all blame the author. The malaria 
rose from his inkstand. The poison 
that caused the moral or spiritual 
death dropped in the fluid from the 
tip of his pen. The manufacturer of 
that ink could tell you that it is 
made of tannin, and salt or hon, aud 
nut galls, aud green vitriol, but 
many an author has dipped from hie 
inkstand hypercriticism and malevo- 
lence and slander and salaciousness, 
as from a fountain of death. 
But 


blessed be God for the author's ink 
stand in ten thousand duties which 
are dedicated to pure intelligence, 
highest inspiration, 
and 
grandest 


purpdse. They are the inkstands out 
of which will be dipped the redemp- 
tion of the world.

Ezekiel's vision will be finallv over 
come by the merciful angel with the 
writer's inkhorn. 


Among the most important are the 


oditorial and reportorial inkstands 
The thick ink on the printer's ink- 
roller is different from th6 ink into 
which the writer dips his peii, and 
compounded of linseed oil and lamp- 
bla$k, and made thick by boiling* or 
buriiitjg. But the editorial and re 
portorifll pens are Iiresp6n»ible for 
that v/hich the printer's Ink-roller 
impresses upon th6 flying shee»ts 
Wtieta One man reads a 1?ook, five 
thousand men read a f newspaper. 
What ohartge of opinion in regard to 
the printing press since the day when 
the great Addison wrote concerning 
it: "One cannot but be sorry that 
such a pernicious machine is erected 
among them," and when, under the 
reign of Charles II., only one news- 
paper, the London Gaaejfcte, was al- 
lowed to be printed, and that only on 
Mondays and Thursdays, tfot uu 
the Judgment day, when the force* 
which have influenced the world, 
shall be con^arp&.and^ Announced, 
ki\\ be fetiM 1ft$ftfafo the mod* 
ern newspaper, \Vitli its telephonic 
and telegraphic annexes, all the 


world twice a day passes in review. 
The manner in whicu continental and 
international events are put before 
us make deep impiession. "We gas* 
on all the conflagrations, and watch 
the pursuit of all the desperadoes, 
and hear the crash of all the discov- 
eiies, and thank God for all the noble 
achievements. 
After the editor lia* 


corrected the Uast proof of his edi- 
torial, and the reporter has put into 
form his last stenographic repoit oi 
swift utterance, or announced ir 
best form some great munificence, 01 
sketched in most forceful style some 
brave rescue by firemen or lifeboat, 
ho has a right to go home fcrting 
that he has done something wort! 
doing, something that his consciencr 
will approve and God will bless, 


A wrong theory is abroad that tlu 


newspaper impression is ephemeral 
Because we read and cast it rside ir 
an hour and never see it again, we arc 
not to judge that we are paitecl frotr 
its influence. Ho volume of five huu 
dred pages makes such impression 
upon the people as the daily news 
paper. It is not what we put away 
carefully upon the shelf and once ir 
awhile refer to that lias as Hose TP- 
lation to our welfare as the story oi 
what the world is now doing or has 
recently done. Yesterday has more 
to do with today than something oc 
curihig a century previous. The en- 
gineeis who now guide the rai1 
trains, the sea captains who now com- 
mand the ships, the architects whc 
now design the buildings, the batonr 
that now control the orchestras, the 
legislators who now make the laws, 
the generals who now march tlu 
hosts, the rulers who now govern the 
nations, the inkhorns that now flood 
the world with intelligence—these 
are what we have most to do with. 


You hav^e all seen what is called 


indelible inZ:, which is a weak solu- 
tion of slver nitrate, and that ink yon 
cannot rub out or wash out. Put ft 
thoro and it stays. Well, the liquid 
of the editorial and repoitorial ink- 
stands is an indelible ink. It puts 
upon the souls of the passing genera- 
tions characteis of light or darkness 
that time cannot wash out and eter 
nity cannot efface.

for grea<t revivals of religion to start 
from the pulpits and prayer meetings 
I now suggest that the greatest re* 
rival of all time may start from * 
concerted and organized movement 
through the inkhorns of all Christen 
dom, each writer dipping from the 
inkhorn nearest liim a letter of Gos- 
pel invitatioti, Gospel hope, Gospel 
warning, Gospel instruction.

OTHEK INDIGNITIES. 


But there were additional indig- 


nities visited upon the sacred victim 
to add, if possible, to the physical 
pains of crucifixion. There were twc 
thieves crucified with Him, one on 
either side. And if we .would appre- 
ciate the significance of that, 
just 


ask n soldier condemned to b3 shot 
for violation of military law how ht 
would relish having two thieves lined 
up and shot at the -same time. By as 
much as there was a drop of self-re- 
specting blood of manhood in him he 
would protest against the shameful 
association. 
Nor 
was 
Jesus per- 


mitted to appear simply as n con- 
demned culpiit, thus attracting nc 
very special attention. Instead, "the 
soldiers of the governor took Jesus 
and sti^ml Him" of His own outei 
gsuments and put on Him a scarlet 
robe, and plaited fi ciown of thorns 
and putting the ciown on His head 
they placed 
a reed— contemptuous 


suggestion of sovereignty— in Hu 
hands. 
Then they bov/ed the knee 


as if He were a king and mocked Hi? 
claims of majesty. 
When the hao 


completed the nailing- of the body tc 
the cross (Matt, xxvii., 36) "sitting 
down 'they watched 
Him 


Thus some did and others went b> 
the cross "wagging- their heads" and 
taunting Him with the challenge tc 
"come down from the cross," "Work 
a miracle now" (was their meaning) 
and we will then believe. Even the 
two degenerates who weie dying bj 
His side (Matt, xxvii., 24) "cast the 
same in His teeth," calling on HIIL 
miraculously to same Himself tana 
them. 
Mean while eveiy friend He 


had in former days hpd forsaken 
Him, save a few women, and these 
stood (Malt, xxvii., 55) "afar off" 
with the beloved disciple John. 


It has been wisely and truly said 


"Not a single woman in the whole 
evangelical history was hostilely dis- 
posed toward Christ" With this com- 
forting; fact before us, 
it is worth 


while to notice that in, his gospel the 
faithful and loving John (xix., 25) 
tells us that those women who had 
been so faithful and who at the be- 
ginning of the crucifixion "stood afai 
off," 
afterward 
approached 
and 


"stood by the cross." Thus we an- 
swer the question, How was He ciu- 
cified? by saying: With overy pos- 
sible aggravation of sh'ame, suffering 
and outrage. 


REASONS FOR THE ACT. 


Why was Christ 
crucified? 
The 


blackness of the crime of crucifying 
Him centers in the fact of His tault- 
lessness. 
Pilate said: 
"1 can find 


no fault in Him." 
Caiaphas and Iris 


Jewish court did not pretend to prove 
the flimsy charge made by the pur- 
chased and perjured witnesses who 
swore against 
Christ. 
The mlers 


knew Jesus was without bin, and so 
not one of them went on the witness 
stand to make accusation or to give 
Evidence. 


Neither was Jesus ciucified because 


He could not help Himself, We reach 
a point heie with which too many 
public teachers have dealt unworth- 
ily. Some slur it over, as if glad tc 
get rid of the compulsion which the 
facts crowd us into. Shallow theology 
makes a hobbling show of itself in 
handling 'the 
facts, 
showing that 


Jesus was not ciucifiod because He 
could not help Himself. In recent 
lessons we have laid proper emphasis 
upon the point that His power ovei 
nature's foiecs, over fiendish spirits 
and also over the other opposing ele- 
ments duiing1 the previous years of 
His ministry wis not in the least 
diminished, 
See Him on ftlio verj 


night 
before 
Calvaiy. 
There in 


Otethsemane a glance of His omnip- 
otence overwhelmed the militniy and 
the inoT?, even os a lightning bolt 
shiver&d a tree. Certainly it was not 
owing to weakness that He wa& cau^ 
cifKd. Why then? Because f(He gave 
Himself up/' He knew the hour had 
"come when He should depart out of 
this world.'' 
He 
informed 
His 


friends that the hour of the powci 
of daikness had stuick. Jesus had 
full knowledge of Himself a& "the 
I/amb of God who take Hi away the 
siu of the 
woild." He 
"became 


obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross," as Paul stated it. And 
so it was that He was "led as a lamb 
to the slaughter." 


But while He was a 
self-offered 


sacrifice, those who 
crucified Him 


weio none the less criminal. Hence, 
when before Pilate they insanely in- 
sisted upon condemnation of this in* 
nocent soul, and Pilate pleaded foi 
His acquittal, they cried: "His blood 
IKJ upon us and upon our children." 


JEA'LOUSY AND BIGOTEY, 


Why, then, did the Jews crucify 


Jesus? 
Two motives 
more than 


anything else actuated them. These 
were national jealousy working self* 
ighly and religious bigotry, ' 
.TOWS were and h.ad bean since the 
time lof Pompey subject of Borne. 
They were never subdued in 


ind always expecting* a turn of 
aveuts that would overthrow the su- 
premacy of Caesar, 
When. Jesxis be- 


g-an to manifest His mighty powers 
some "of the Jews were ready to re- 
ceive Him as the heir of David, who 
would restore them to their ancient 
?lace. 
"They sought to make Him 


i king." 
Again and Again the in- 


lulry went round why Jesus might 
lot be taken for their king because 
the people were apparently euthusi- 
istic in Kia piiise. 
But there were 


hindrances which the unthinking 
uasses did not appreciate. 
Herod 


vas on the throne of Judea *and the 
janliedrlm of rulers "sit in Moses* 
>eat," 
It is a small part of shaping 


lower that the masses ever have in 
making policies and programs. 
It 


Is what the high priests, the imperial 
Courts And the political bosses say 
that is undertaken and may be ac- 
complished. 
In the present instance 


-hose in power had no thought of 
Baking for king one like Christ, the 
embodiment of holiness. 
Politics 


was as corrupt then as we ever speak 
if it being in our own good land, and 
'Tesus was no man to strike hands 
vith the corruptness then in control. 
A.t the same time the people at large 
were wonderstruck at His mighty 
works. 
He was the ready friend of 


yvery sad and suffering soul, 
Host 


^f all He ministered to the liard- 
oressed and'unhappy. 
His words 


Created a summer atmosphere, how- 
ever wintry might be the surround- 
'ngs of any one. 
Hence that des- 


perate confession which the Phari- 
^ees made: "Tho world has gone 
^fter Him." 
These conditions not 


inly pi availed, but appealed tq be 
Tpreacling, and s-> the leaders, who 
managed things selfishly, counseled 
lhat Jesus must be put out of tlw 
<ray, ctheiwiso the cUy of the then 
luling leg'mo would soon eirl. An- 
Hher motive was religious- bigotry 
\fcer their return from tho bondage 
>f seventy years in Babylon the Jews 
were violently opposed to idolatry. 
Chey hated idols as an animal in hy- 
drophobia shuHi* water. 
Therefore, 


cor any CUR to claim divine attiibutes 
vas to uttei blasphemy and be de- 
serving1 of death accenting to their 
law. 
They had said to Jesus: 
""Be- 


ing a nnn (Thou), makest Thyself 
*>od." 
They would not judge just- 


ly whether the \vouls and woiks of 
the Na^i'SEC were good enough to 
warrant Him claiming to be God. 
They were simply 'bigoted and blind 
to eveiylhing but the letter of their 
Law, and so they crucified Him. 


BTJEIAL OF THE SAVIOR. 


There is small space left for men- 


tion of IIi& burial. 


When \VRS Cluist buiied? 
Late in 


the evening it must have been, 'as it 
was after 3 when He expired on the 
cross. 
After that, loving1 friends 


would doubtless spend sacred hours 
contemplating the silent form from 
winch the spirit had departed. Then 
an application had to be made to 
Pilate for permission to take down 
the body. 
So we mny surmise that 


it was late in the evening when the 
corpse was carefully 
and tenderly 


laid in the new tomb. 


Where was He buried P It was in 


tMatt xxvii., 59, 60) "a new tomb" 
which Joseph of Arimathea had pre- 
pared for himself. 
Nobody had ever 


been placed therein. 
This was an 


important circumstance, because if 
the burial had been in some crowded 
cemetery of the city it would have 
bean less easy to prove the resurrec- 
tion. 
The charge might have held 


that the disappearance was due to 
body snatching; 
seeing, as they 


might have it happen, that a few 
Dther graves near by had been rifled. 
\s it v/a", the tomb of Joseph stood 
Conspicuous, apart and never before 
used. 
How was He buried? By the 


hands of a loving 
Joseph whose 


modesty had never let him come to 
i-he front before. 
It was an unpopu- 


lar act for him to undertake the 
buiial of this dead disturber, but 
what deathless immorality he got by 
that loving 
service to the 
dearl 


Christ! 
How much of the same is 


still to be got by serving Christ, now 
alive and on the imperishable throne! 


How was Jesus buried? 
The body 


was wrapped (Matt, xxxvii., 59) "in 
a clean linen cloth," and being laid 
in the tomb, Joseph "rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulcher and 
lepaited.1'

charter, and many people who have 
read carefully eveiy tiling printed by 
the newspapers iu connection with 
the J. £ierpont Morgan company 
were mystified when they saw that 
the capital named in the 'charter was 
only $3,000, while the interests rep- 
resented by the various corporations 
ir&i'ch had been brought under one 
!h*ad! aggregated more than $1,000,- 
000,000, 


"The Federal Steel compa ny," said 


Mr. :P*rk<efr, "was incorporated with 
a capital of $3,000 and reached $90r

The form'ation of a company, which 


appears to be a simple thing, is real- 
ly an intricate operation. 
The first 


step necessary is to make out the ar- 
ticles of incorporation, ordinarily 
knowij as the charter. 
Tlie blank 


for this may be obtained from the 
office of the secretary of state. This 
is simply a skelton, which must be 
Aled in keeping with the require- 
ment of the corporation. 
The paper 


States ill' the first paragraph the 
name of the company, and then fol 
lows the object for which it has been 
formed. This part of the 'charter is 
usually filled in so that it may covei 
almost

Thus the 


American Steel and Wire company 
may operate transportation 'compa 
nies, aa'Wfeil as make nail's.

fruit was considered phenomenal in 
character, ,and these two trees have 
been the propagators of a}l the fa- 
mous Riverside groves, which now 
hsvc an annual output of l,600,00i) 
bcxes of "navel'* or seedless oranges. 


It was doubted at first whether a 


seedless fruit could be propagated to 
a point of profitable production, but 
later, when the possibility was 
ised, Mr. Tibbetts disposed of bin 
ar the rate of $5 a dozen. 
This was 


as late as 1884. The revolution 
w.i ought in the orange production of 
California py the navel orange hos 
been complete, as it has practically 
superseded every other variety in the1 


famous Biverside distiict. For some 
reason the navel oiange does not ap* 
pear to thrive in Florida, and its cul- 
tivation is consequently confined al- 
most entirely to California.— Phila- 
delphia Record.

> 
eign is a past master in the art a 
^ 
ceremony, the English people wll 
have an opportunity of witnessing s 
most C3ig*ous state parade, the lik 
of which Is. perhaps, possible in n 
other country. 
Queen Victoria wa 


ctowned on Jane 25, 1B38, a yea 
and eight days after her accession 
s sty-four years ago. and. as mlgh 
be eipected. there are very few per 
sons now living who. either as par 
tfcipa:ita or spectators, were present 
at that grand occasion, so that the 
spectacle, occurring, as it doe*, only 
onre or twice in a lifetime, has from 
that fact a novelty which gives it 
additional Interest, 


Queen Victoria'* crown wa* nude 


especially far the occasion, and it is 
remembered that the greater part ol 
m year wa* consumed in the mann- 
factore. 
The order for ita construc- 


tion was given soon after the acces- 
sion of the queen, and there in a tra- 
dition that the long interval between 
the aeceasion and the coronation was 
partly due to the delay In making 
the crown, orb and scepter, which are 
a necessary part of the coronitlon 
Machinery. 
The Victoria crown waa 


made of jawds taken from other 
crowns <>nd rojal reflralis, though a 


» 
large number of 
fffmi 
were pur- 


• 
chased cspeeislly fcr use in orna- 
menting the crown of the virgin 
queen. 
The Victoria crown is a dia- 


dem, the difference between that and 
a crewn consiating In the fact that 
th, latter is surmounted by an arch 
with globe and cross on top. 
The 
\ cap Is of crimson velvet, with a bor- 
\ der of ermine, the lining is white 


IWilk. and the total weight is thirty- 
it ne ounce* and five pennyweights 
'iroy. so that, with such a headpiece. 
ABhakespeare'* uUtranee about the 
/uneasy head tact wear* a crown 


/ c o u l d easily be verified. 


The band above the border con- 


sists of two rows of pfarls. the lower 
having 120, th* upper lift. 
In the 


f rent of the crown ana) between the 
rows of pearl* 1* * sapphire of ener- 
mons siae, brought from India dnr- 
Ing the reign of deerf* IV. and pur- 
chased by him for th* crown regalia. 
At -he back of the crewn is a smal- 
ler aipphlre. and on the sides are sis; 
eapphire* and eight emeralds. 
Set 


around the large sapphires are four- 
teen large diamonds, and 128 brll- 
lianta from two to four carats esch 
surround th* emeralds. 
On this 


part of the crown there are sixteen 
trefoil ornaments, containing alto- 
gether IbO diamonds. 
In the center 


of a diamond cress and above the 
band is the historic ruby which was 
given to Edward, the black prince. 
by Btn Pedro of Castile in 1367. 
This is the ruby which was In the 
helmet of Henry V. at the battle of 
Agincourt. He regarded it as a mas- 
cot, and ever since that great victory 
it haa been preserved with religious 
care in the royal regalia of England. 
Th* ruby is aet with aerenty-tve di- 
amonds, and three other crosses on 
the sides snd back of the crown have 
large emeralds for center gems, and 
each from 124 to 132 diamond*. Be- 
tween the Maltese cross** are four 
fleur-de-lis, each having a ruby cen- 
ter and nearly 10O diamonds. 
Th* 


imperial arche*. which rise from the 
Maltese crosses, are 
composed of 


leaves and acorns of diamonds and 
pearls. 
In the arches are 1O8 bril- 


liant. 110 table and SOO rose dia- 
mond*. 
Tb* "mound" at the top of 


the arch 1* composed of MS diamonds 
and the cross above the "mound" has 
a Urge sapphire, surrounded by 108 
small dismonds. 


A particular description is given 


of this glittering bauble, for. with 
the possible exception of the imperial 


• crown of Russia, 
it 
Is the most 


splendid diadem th* world contains. 
Nothing like it had ever been seen 
in England before, and out of rever- 
ence for the famoua queen it I. prob- 
able that It will be preserved intact 
among the regalia. 
A crown con- 


taining 2.783 diamond*, nearly 100 
other gems and over SOO pearls. 1* 
»or.h preserving for its ln«rln*ic 
value, if for nothing else. 


Many year* ago a leading Jeweler 


of London wai requested to examine 
the crown and make an estimate of 
Its value. 
He did so, and reported 


that (it the most moderate estimate 
»h« crwwn was worth at least WOO,- 
OOO, but hi* figure* w.r. scoffed st 
by ether Jew'1'"- who <>«1'r'<J th»' 
If th* Jewels wer* taken from the 
crown and soli singly, their aggre- 
gate value would not fall ahort of 
(2,000,000. 
Ther* *r« three other 


crown* In the regalia of England. Of 
the**, th* most 
important Is th* 


cresrm W eH. Edward, a* called fn*a 
Ik, fail that It cental*., or Ii iuj>- 


pcced to contain, a relic of Ede-art 
the Confessor, the most famous siin 
England ever gave .to the church 


Thi* crown was made for the coro 


nation of Charle* II.. after his retur 
from exile, and was used In sll sub- 
sequent coronations until that of Vic 
toiia. Ita Jewels hav* a peculiar hi* 
tory. 
During the rule of Cromwel 


and the Puritana, parliament ordere 
the'crown regalia to be sold. The or 
der was carried into effect. 
The 


crowns then In existence were broken 
up and sold for old gold, while .1 
the Jewell were disposed of singly 
and in batches to any one who cared 
tl buy. The nobility and gentry of 
England. Inspired by a loyalty which 
they dared not show, determined to 
prevent the dispersal of the gems Into 
foreign countries, so they bought all 
the larger snd more valuable stone*. 
After th* restoration most of these 
jewels were reported to the king's 
treasurer and repurchased for the 
crown, though. In many caws, the 
rentlrmen who had secured them re- 
fased payment, regarding thrmvlves 
as the custodian* rather than the 
owners. 


The queen's consort's crown U the 


third In Importance. 
It Is said to 


lave been made for Catherine of 
Iraganu, consort of Charles II. The 
fourth 
crown is known 
as 
th« 


"queen's crown." 
It Is a golden 


circlet, without arches and very heav- 
ily Jeweled. It waa made for Maria 
d'Este. the wife of James II. The re- 
galia contain* aim a prince of Wale* 
crown, an ornamented golden circlet, 
without Jewels. Besides the crowns, 
be English regalia comprises a va- 
riety of objects almost aa valuable. 
There are aeveral scepters, the most 
notable of which Is that of St. Ed- 
ward, a rod of pure gold, over ninety 
pounds In weight. The orb at the tep 
f this notable emblem of royalty 1* 
said te contain a piece of the true 
ress. 
St. Edward'* rod, as It la 


called, is not used by the sovereign en 
aceotmt of Its weight. although at 
coronations it has frequently been 
carried before the king. The nral 
ecepter 1* a nd two feet nine Inch** 
eng. heavily 
set with precion* 


tone*. Queen Victoria'* scepter was 
made for her coronation, it* chief 
e*ture being the diamond cross at 
le top. There I* another scepter, 
he "scepter of the dove," so called 
rom the fart that the orb is sur- 
mounted by a golden dove ftet with 
Jewels. 
Maria d'Este *'*'• an Ivory 


scepter with a dove of white onyx at 
the top and a apleudld aeepter wa* 
m*de for the coronation of Mary, wif* 
of William of Orange. The orbs of 
the king snd queen are Jeweled 
globes, 
surmounted 
by diamond 


crosses and at the coronation of a 
sovereign, the scepter Is held in the 
right hand and the globe in the left. 


Besides these articles, there are 


many others Indispensable to the 
mummery of a coronation. There ar* 
*word* of justice. Jeweled, sharp 
pointed and keen. There Is the Cur- 
tana, or pointlea* sword of mercy. 
There are coronation bracelets, to be 
donned at the proper time, and golden 
spurs for the king's heels. There ar* 
oil vessels and aalt cellars, wine 
fountains and great drinking cup* of 
solid gold, all of which come Into 
play at one time or another, during 
the ceremoniea. 


The royal regalia is kept In the 


tower of London, the citadel of the 
capitol, and In the portion known aa 
the Wakefield tower. 
The fortress 


Itself was erected by William the 
Conqueror, to overawe the turbulent 
population of London. Many subse- 
quent addition* were maCe to the 
fortress, among the first of which wai 
this Wakefield tower, erected by com- 
mand of William Rufus. The crown 
Jewels are displayed upon a pyramid 
with the splendid diadem of Queen 
Victoria at the top and a large iron 
cage prevents a close approach. Ti.e 
door of the cage is fattened with aev- 
eral lock*, the keys of which are held 
by different officials, all of wuom 
must he present ere entrsnce can be 
obtained. The value of the crown re- 
galia is estimated to exceed J15.OOO.- 
000, and extraordinary precautions 
an always taken to prevent the oper- 
ation* of burglars or other thieves. 
Several sentinel* are always on guard 
in th* chamber, at the doors, In the 
passages and without the lower. Vis- 
itors ar* admitted only by special 
ticket and before giving permission 
to visit the tower. Inquiry Is Institut- 
ed regarding th* applicant. 
The 


Kahlnoor. one of the mo.t famoa* 
diamond* In existence, is not at the 
tower, but Is kept at Windsor. vliMe 
then Is snoth.r collection of royil 
wealth, consisting mostly of goldei 
plat* and dinner service., used at t!ie 
coronation feasts and en ethir >Ut* 
occasions. 
Int.nwly 
practical as

THE WRITER'S XNKHOJLN, A DISCOURSE OX ITS 
INFLU- 


ENCE FOB GOOD AJTD EVIL. 


Wuhlugton, March 17.—In a new 


way, and from a peculiar text. Dr. 
Talmag* discourses of pood influence* 
brought to bear for the world's im- 
provement. 
The text is Ezeklel, ir., 


2: 
And one man among them 


clvthed with linen, with a writer's 
horn by his side. 


The poem from which my text 


taken is epic, lyric, dramatic, weird 
and overpowering. 
It is more than 


Homeric or Dantesque. 
No one ever 


had such divine dream* as Ezeklel. 
In a vision this prophet had seen 
wrathful angels, destroying angels, 
each with a sword, but in my text he 
see? a merciful angel with an iuk- 
horn. 
The receptacle for th* ink in 


olden time was made out of the horn 
of a cow, or a ram, or a roebuck, as 
now it Is made out of metal or glass, 
and. therefore, was called the ink- 
horn. «s now we say lukrtand. 
We 


have all spoken of the power of the 
sword, of the power of wealth, of the 
power of ofice, of the power of social 
Influence, but today I speak of the 
power for good or evil in the ink- 
stand. 
It is upon your tables, hold- 


ing a black or blue or red liquid. 
It 


is a fortress, an armory, a gateway, 
* ransom, or demolition. 
"You mis- 


take," says some cne, "it is the pen 
that has the power.'* No, my friend; 
what is the influence of a dry penf 
Pass It up and down a sheet of paper. 
and It leaves no mirk. 
It expresses 


no opinion. 
It gives no -warning. 


It spreads no intelligence. 
It is th« 


liquid which the pen dip* out of the 
inkstand that dees the work. 
Here 


and 
there a celebrated pen. with 


which a dec'.aration of Independence 
or a Kagua Chart a, or a treaty was 


d. has b««u kipt in literary mu- 


seum or national archives, but for 
the moat part, the pens, whether, as 
of old, made out of reed, or later of 
wing cf bird, or still later of metal- 
lic 
substance, have 
disappeared, 


while the liquid which the pens took 
from the Inkstand remains iu scrolls 
which, 
if put together, would be 


large enough to enwrap the round 
world. 
Tor practical, for moral, for

Beside* 
the regular manufacturer, there ar> 
installment driers, and also tailor 
who will rent out clerical apparel for 
special occasions.
